Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a sealant consisting essentially of the three 
components claimed by Applicant in claim 1, i.e. components (A), (B) and (C), where the three 
components have the claimed density ranges (or values or ranges within the claimed density 
ranges) and the claimed melt flow rate ranges (or values or ranges within the claimed melt flow 
rate ranges), and where component (B) has the claimed molecular weight distribution. U.S. 
Patent No. 5,741,861 to Yamamoto et al. teach a composition that comprises components (A) 
and (B) (see paragraph 20 of the Office Action mailed June 17, 2004), but does not teach a 
composition that comprises components (A), (B) and (C).
